This instant application directs to a non-obvious feature implementation over the 
invention described in cited prior art, particularly to US 6,847,904 to Blake, US 5,159,283 to 
Jensen, US 5,642,075 to Bell and US 6,894,266 to Richard et al. The non-obvious feature 
comprises a digital signal processor and profiles which are located at the IC circuit for selecting a 
ramp profile to control the output power of the RF power amplifier based on a digital control 
signal received from a controller that is external to the IC circuit. This patentability is included in 
independent claims 18 and 29.
